In reply to your letter (W.H.L.) of the 26th ultimo 
xing for information as to whether the salaries etc. that 
pertain to a particular month are not as a general thing paid 
in and embraced in that particular month's account, etc., and 
stating that from an examination of my accounts current for 
Salaries and Wages of Workmen for July 1904 that it would 
appeal that there were no disbursements made by me during 
that month under those heads, 1 beg to state as follows: 

The pay roll forms furnished by the Department are 
moaae to embrace the total monthly sums due for salaries and 
wages, and in order to correctly state the Wages in par- 
ual the time for any particular month is generally taken 
and made up after the close of that month, for the reason 
that the work performed by a majority of the employees of 
+his institution is mechanical or laborious, and it would be 
difficult, if at all possible to anticipate the lost or over- 
time for any particular month until after that month had 
closed, credits for the payments made being taken in the 
month subsequent to the time earned, and with rare exceptions, 
only when the Pay-rolls are fully receipted, as it often 
occurs that an officer or employe is absent at the close 


of the month, or when pay-day occurs.

The pay rolls for June of my year have usually 
been embraced in the June account proper, for the reason 
that at that time the annual settlement is being held, 

and many accounts and the daily statement reyuired by the 
Director have Usually been kept open until the settlement 
has been completed. in order to embrace the salaries and 
wages pay-rolls of any particular month, especially wage< 
pay-rolis in the accounts of that month would necessitate 
my keeping the daily accounts and settlements open until 


they are credited, entailing unnecessary labor, confusion 
and delay. 

It has happened during the month of June that the

Payments are made about the middle of the month

Your attention is respectfully invited to the 
accompanying copy of a letter addressed by this office 
to the Superintendent of the Mint at Philadelphia, Pa., 
under date of the 26th ultimo and of his reply thereto 
dated the 12th inst. in relation to the manner of render- 
ing the accounts for Salaries and Wages of Workmen for the 
month of July, 1904. 

From this correspondence it will be observed 
that this officeris always one month behind in accounting 
for his disbursements, under the above heads, except for 
the month of June. 

In the case of salaries this seems entirely 
unnecessary. It is admitted by him that Payments are made 
on account about the middle of the month. The balance due 
on the months salary is fixed and easily ascertainatdle 
and clearly due and payable on the last day of the month 
in accordance with the general practice of the Department.

The failure to secure the receipt of one or two persons to 
such a pay roll should not affect the general result, for 
it is presumed that a check is drawn for the total of the 
pay roll on or before the end of the month. It igs desirous 
that the Superintendent's practice should be changed in 
this account and any aSsistance that your office will 
render in the accomplishment of the result will be greatly 
appreciated, 

The account for Wages of Workmen is not so easily 
remedied but it is clearly wrong in its present form. 
The pay rolls for July aggregate over $58,000.00, The 
Superintendent practically admits that about one half of 
this amount was paid on account in the middle of the month 
of July and still the July account shows no expenditures, 
The pay rolls make it appear that the wages or the balance 
was not paid until the 16th of August. If this was a fact 
$t would appear to be an injustice to the employees and an 
apparently unnecessary delay in the preparation of the rolls. 
The heading of the abstract of disbursements with the 
August account makes it appear that the payments for which 
credit is claimed knavedn were for tne expenses for the month 
of August while they were for work and pay for the month of 
JULY.> The absurdity of the present system is shown by the 


necessity of the Superintendent's forwarding these pay rolls 
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in the middle of the month which are held awaiting the 


subsequent account current. if the pay rolls accompanied 
the regular account When rendered to the administrative 
office and referred to this office, we would have the same 
data upon which to base advance of money on requisitions. 

This office is aware of the difficulties in the 
way of getting a wage pay roll ready for payment at the 
end of the month when said pay roll is supposed to cover all 
earnings up to and including that date. 

Other offices of the Department, however, adjust 
similar details with sufficient promptness to avoid the 
delay in payment of employees and also confusion in the 
rendition of their accounts. The law allows the officer 
ten days in which to prepare and forward his monthly 
uccounts. This would appear to be ample time in which 
to adjust the rolls and pay the men for the previous 
month's work. 

Of course it is not permissible for the officer 
to claim credit in this July account, held for perfection etc, 
during the ten days, for expenses incurred or labor performed 
Guring the said ten days. It is the practice of the 
Department to force, if possible, the expenses of a par- 


ticular month into the account current for that month. 
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It is hoped that some method may be devised whereby the 
general practice of the Department may be followed at the 
Philadelphia Mint.

In view of the fact that the appropriations made by 
Congress to the Smithsonian Institution for conducting the 
International Exchanges have not been sufficient to cover 
the entire cost of the service, the Board of Regents of the 
Institution established the custom of charging Government 
establishments at the rate of five cents per pound for for- 
warding their publications to foreign countries. 

Under the act of Congress approved April 28, 1904, 
the following clause was inserted in the paragraph making 
appropriation for the International Exchanges, 1905: | 
" . . . and for the fiscal year 1906 estimates shall be 
submitted hereunder embracing all sums expended for this 
service out of other appropriations made by Congress". 

Anticipating that it may be the intention of Congress 
to appropriate hereafter, directly to the Institution, a sum 
sufficient for conducting the entire Exchange Service, and 

in order that the Institution may include in its estimates 


for 1906 an amount adequate to cover the cost of transmitting 
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publications emanating from the various branches of the 
Government, the cost of forwarding which is now paid by 
those several branches, I have the honor to ask if you 
will furnish this Institution with an approximate estimate 
of the weight of exchanges that are likely to be transmitted 
by your office to foreign countries through the Smithsonian 
International Exchange Service during the fiscal year to end 
June 30, 1906. 

For your information I beg leave to say that the 
average annual weight of exchanges sent by the Bureau of 
the Mint to the Smithsonian Institution for foreign trans- 
mission during the last three years has been 671 pounds. 

An early reply will be greatly appreciated.

$766,824, the output of both gold and silver being less. This shoula 
by no means be considered as indicating that the gold and silver mining 
industry is decreasing in importance since it is the result of the ten- 
porary closing down of certain large producing quartz properties on ac- 
count of labor troubles and strikes. This condition was not confined to 
any one county, but prevailed at certain important points in several of 
the counties of the State during the period under review. Eventually 
_the mines were again started up after a period of enforced idleness, but 
frequently with smaller crews of men and only part of their stamps run- 
ning. This state of affairs has very naturally brought about a marked 
reduction in gold output for the year, as in ue each case, where strikes 
occurred, they were at productive mines where work was going on upon a 
large scale with one or two hundred men employed. The smaller prdéper- 
ties had little trouble in this direction.

Most of the dredgers thus far built handle from 3000 to 4000 cubic 
yards of material daily. When plecer miners sink small shafts and hoist 
and wash their dirt they are able to handle only from two to two and a 
half cubic yards daily, and are restricted to the best gravel nearest 
bedrock. In drift mining, the men only take out the richest of the 
gravel near bedrock and seldom move more than four bo five cubic yards 
to the hand per day. The dredge takes all the dirt, top and bottom and

Hydraulic mining shows an output of $216,451 less than it did in i902 
The industry does not attract capital as formerly, owing to the restric- 
tions placed upon it by the laws, in the drainage basins of the Sacra- 
mento and San Joaquin rivers. It was in that section of the State that 
these mines formerly flourished to the greatest degree, but since the 


restrictions enforced by the so-called Caminetti law, much less gravel 
may be washed than formerly. 

The laws do not prohibit hydraulic mining in California though many 
persons suppose that to be the case. But there are restrictions placed 
upon it in the drainage basins above referred to, which compel the mine 
owners to impound their debris or tailings in settling basins, so that 
no mud or dirt may be carrisd down to the navigable streams. This prac- 
tically prevents the washing of gravel in immense quantities as was for- 
merly the case, as piping has to cease for certain periods in order to 
permit the muddy waters to settle behind the debris dams. Any surplus 
of muddy aber, = water carrying too high a percentage of debris, ig 
apt to cause the shutting down of the mine under the laws. [ny the noeun

As to quartz mining, the figures given in the tables in this chapter 
show that they furnish $12,847,626 out of the total product of 
$16,759,908 for the year under review. This is, moreover, the usual 
result. There are very few changes to be noted in the condition of the 
quartz industry. There is a prevailing tendency to increase the crush- 
ing capacity of the older mills at the more important mines, and when 
new milis are erected they are generally of more stamps than was former- 
ly the custom. Much deeper shafts, too are being sunk than formerly. 
A number of old mines, long idle, are now being reopened and suitably 
equipped. There is a constant demand for developed properties and sales 
of this kind of mines are readily made. 

One of the new milis of 120 stamps has recently made a surprising res 
cord for capacity and for cheap work. The mill has been crushing 8909 
tons of ore daily, or 6.67 tons to the stamp. The combined Cost of

It is the only county in California having the 
distinction of having produced over two million dollars in gold in 1903, 
and really produced nearly two and a hal? millions. 

In fact Nevada produced $553,922 in gold more than any other Cali- 
fornia county, in 1903. It also gives employment to more miners than | 
any of the other counties except Tuolumne, which has practicaily the 
Same number. Some little hydraulic and surface mining is carried on but 
about 95% of the total gold output came from quartz mingng operations. 
The principal producing mines are the Empire Mines, North Star, Penn- 
Sylvania, Consolidated and Allison Ranch, at Grass Valley; Crystal Lake,

The strikes caused partial or 
complete shut-downs which materially had an effect on the output of both 
smelters and mills. The smelters usually purchase large quantities of 
gold and silver bearing quartz for flux and when not running to fall | 
capacity there was less demand for quartz. These are two large copper | 
smelting plants in Shasta County, the Mountain Copper, at Keswick and 
the Bully Hill, at Winthrop. One other is being put up and still others 
are projected. There are 1690 miners employed in Shasta county. The 
largest mines among the producers are the Brown Bear and Hazel, at Frenbh 
Gulch; Mountain Copper, at Keswick; Midas, at Knob; Mt. Shasta, at Shaska 
Central and Bully Hill, at Winthrop. The Midas is the largest gold pro- 
ducer and the smelting works turns out the most silver.

The few quartz mines operated in Ventura county are at, Gorman and 
Griffin, but the output is small. 

Yuba county had a smaller output in 1903, than in the prevaous year. 
The largest quartz mine worked under bond, having proved disappointing, 
was closed down. The gravel mines being worked are at Browns Valley, 
Brownsville, Bullards Bar, Camptonville, Dobbins, Marysvilie, Strawberry 
Valley, Wheatland and Woodlear, Since the close of 1903 two very large 
dredgers have been installed in the Yuba river between Smartsville and 
Marysville. All the available dredging ground in that section has been 
purchased and is being prospected. It is expected that a heavy gold 
yield will result from the dredging operations, the ground being rich.

Dear Sir: 

Your personal letter of August 7th came duly to hand and I 
was pleased to have you write me on this subject for tnere is much 
that I want to say. I would have replied sooner but there were some 
facts I desired to inform you of requiring several days' clerical work 
in going over the books of the various departments to fully verify my 
statements. 

First, I will take up the subject of our Assay Department and 
the opinion that it is not what it ought to be. How tnis idea origi- 
nated I cannot imagine, unless it had its foundation in Mr. Martin's 
excesses, for in this city, and with people qualified to judge of our 
work, our reputation stands the highest. During the past two years, 
as long as I am able to speak from personal knowledge, whenever our 
reports have been challenged, and checks on our assays made, the Mint 
has been sustained. 

The Selby Smelting Company deposits probably more than one half 
of all the gold we receive. Now, tnat is an institution equipped 
with the very best of appliances, and witn a corps of the very best 
and most skillful men in their assay office. Only once during my ine 
cumbency do I remember of tne company complaining of our assay ree 
ports on their deposits. Then, on tnis occasion, Mr. Ralston, tne 
manager of the company, said, that while there was a difference, he 
did not complain because he thought we were wrong, for from his ine 
vestigations he thought the trouble was probably in his own establish- 
ment, and he desired to have a check assay made by the Bureau to loe- 
cate the fault. The chips were sent to Washington and our assays . 
were sustained to the satisfaction of Mr. Ralston. Now, if our Assay 
Department was weak or unreliable, does it not seem strange that the 
parties who pass millions through our hands annually, who nave the 
greatest interest at stake, and who are fully equipped to detect any 
fault in us, should not make more than one complaint in two years ? 

No, they have no occasion to complain. Our reporting is practi- 
cally uniform with theirs and consequently satisfactory. I attribute 
this agreeable result to the fact that the Selby Company frequently 
adjust their weights with our standards. Our assayer in persistent in 
tne idea that one or two weights at the Seattle Office are off. He 
says he could not use his weights with confidence in their accuracy 
longer than three or four months when there is much work to be done. 

For my own satisfaction I had about a dozen assays made at 
Selby's to check our work on the Seattle deposits which demonstrated 
to me that our work was more exact tnan that of Seattle. The result 
of those assays also showed that there was something radically dif- 
ferent in the method of the Seattle Office reporting silver contained 
in the gold deposits. In one of the assays there was a difference of 
four and one half points in the silver, between the Mint report and 
Seattle. Selby's check sustained our assay, as they did in other 
cases of wide difference. 
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In our assays of tne Seattle gold our work is running very close 
with theirs now, the variations are almost entirely within the limits 
of a thousandth, sometimes above them and about as often below, with 
the totals practically the same. So, for the sake of uniformity, I 
requested our assayer to accept tne Seattle reports where the variae- 
tions did not exceed a::half tnousandtn and made no material change 
in the totals, Also to silver, where the variations were not so great 
as to change tne totals, I mde the same request. This is undoubtedly 
what the Fhiladelphia Mint did last year, for in no other way could 
they agree to tne half tnousandth on crude gold on every bar. The 
lack of homogeneity dn some bars, bout to frequently oceur in the 
number sent from Seattle, if not the slight differences in appliances, 
etc., would compel variations to the extent of a half thousandth. I 
can find bars coming to us from Seattle from which six assays can be 
made and no two will agree within a thousandth, let the assays be made 
by one man or by six different men. 

My statements herewith are not established on hearsay, but were 
developed to me after months of close observation and study. i have 
submitted by conclusions to some of the best Frierberg men and practieg 
cal workers on our Coast, and have the satisfaction of confirmation of 
my judgment. 

Of course, my remarks on the closeness of reporting assays are 
confined to crude gold. It is practicable and to be expected that 
reports on fine and standard gold shall be to tenths of tnousandths, 

Now, as to the idea that our work in the Assay Department is not 
close enough, and to that reason the excesses in the M. & R. Departe 
ment are largely attributive. For your information I have had one 
of my clerks take the Assayver's books and compute the deductions of 
fractional half thousandtns which inured to the benefit of the Melter 
and Refiner's account on each individual assay for tne month of Octe= 
oper of last vear, the largest month for deposits in ten years eme- 
bracing 955 deposits, and the total deductions of fractions was 22.36 
standard ounces, of the value of $416.12 Admitting that this amount 
was one-twelfth of the year's deductions, you would only have the sum 
of $4,993.00 or, in round numbers, $5,000.00, a very small part of 
Mr. Martin's gain. IJ personally supervised and checked tnis work so 
that I could with confidence in its accuracy give you these facts,and 
they will he sustained by further explanations I have to make as to 
the operations of the Melter & Refiner. 

Melter & Refiner's Kxcesses 

As to the large surplusages of the Melteér and Refiner of this 
mint. It was a matter that gave me the Same impression expressed 
by you when I first came into the mint, and I started investigation 
with a view of correcting the evil, thinking it was the loss of de- 
positors by excessive deductions in the Assay Department, but I very 
soon found I was wrong and that the surplusage was something quite 
easily explained. While there is some gain to the Melter & Refiner 
by the manner of the Assayer reporting on deposits, it is no more 
than contemplated and allowed by the Statutes governing the operation 
of the Mints, and was in fact a comparatively small amount, as 1 have 
already demonstrated. 

The Regulations contemplate a gain to the Melter & Refiner's 
account by deductions made from deposits by the Receiver of Deposits 
as compensation for impurities or for unavoidable loss in fitting bul- 
lion for deposit. The Regulations also provide that in weighing in 
deposits the fractions of 2 hundredth of an ounce shall inure to the

benefit of the Melter & Refiner's account. From investigation I find 
that this officer is exercising his discretion in a very consciente 
ious manner, and the total of his deductions in over &,000 deposits 
embracing 3,254,180 ounces did not exceed a total of 215. standard 
ounces, or about $4,000.00 I want especially to call your attention 
to this matter, for when Dr.Whitehead was here he said to me that in 
all probability Mr. Martin's surplusages were attributable to excess- 
ive deductions made by tne Receiver of Deposits in addition to the 
excessive ded uctions of the Assayer, and I suppose he has so ex- 
pressed himself to you. 

Having tried to dispose of the erroneous idega of the source of 
the Melter & Refiner's excesses, I will now endeavor to show you where 
the surplusages come from. The principal gain is made in the manu- 
facture of ingots. Mr. Martin, when he turns over the ingots to the 
Superintendent is credited witn the delivery at 900 fine, while as 
a matter of fact, the ingots in the majority of cases are of less 
value. It is a very small variation, it is true, but this mere shav- 
ing from the immense amount of gold nandled by him in the course of 
a year makes the principal gain to his account. During the last fis- 
cal year tne Melter & Refiner turned over to the Superintendent the 
extraordinary amount of 5,641,729 ounces of gold ingots for which the 
Melter & Refiner's account was credited at 900 fine. But the books 
show that the actual fineness of tne metal was below that, ranging 
from 899.4 upwards. Hvery tenth of thousandth below $00 was a gain 
to his account of .002067 cents per ounce, but as a good part of this 
ingot gold comes back to him in the’ shape of clippings, condemned 
coin, etc., his net delivery of ingots on which he makes gains amount- 
ed to three million, fifty five thousand and four ounces (3,055,004) 
From an investigation of the Melter & Refiner's and Assayer's accounts 
covering the operation of making of ingots, I estimate that the for= 
mer's account was henefited -in round numbers to the extent of $24,000. 

In making settlement for last fiscal year Mr. Martin turned in a 
number of old kings of base metal, the accumulation of several years, 
which contained considerable values in precious metals. His account 
was benefited as well by recovery of metal from old furnaces flue 
dust of some years standing. He also made a gain of nearly $2,000. 
from some slimes from the refinery, the accumulation of some years 
past. To these gains must be added the floor sweepings from the de- 
posit melting room. In all, his account was benefited to the extent 
of about 460 ounces, or in dollars, round numbers, $8,500. 

~The figures I have been dealing with indescrihbing the gains of 
this department, of course, are only approximate, as computations 
based on averages must be, but are sufficiently near exactness to be 
reliable in demonstrating the source of the excesses. 

I have only dealt with the gains as to gold. Tne gains of sil- 
ver come practically in the same way witn some additional avenues. 

You speak as if the legitimate wastages of the Melter & Refiner 
Department was a very considerable item. It would be if ninety per 
cent or more was not recovered in the sweeps, for which nis account 
receives credit at the assay value. With the careful supervision 
always given by Mr. Martin, no accidents and honest conduct upon the 
part of the employees, the actual wastages in gold, not considering 
the loss in the sale of sweeps, is an inconsiderable sun. 
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The following is a recapitulation of the gains enumerated above, 
which show an actual wastage in the Melter & Refiner's rooms for the 
year of ahout $1,500. 

Gains by reason of deductions by Assayer # 5,000. 


Gains by manufacture of gold ingots 24,000. 

Gains by deductions in receiving room 4,000, 

Gains by old metal, slimes, floor sweep- 

ings, flue dust, furnaces 8,500. 
Apparent total gain for year $41,500. 
Gain allowed in settlement 40,000, 


Actual wastage % 1,500, 


By the past administrations Mr. Martin was encouraged in making 
his excesses. His work was considered most commendable, to that ex- 
tent that Fresident Cleveland refused to remove him from office hbe- 
cuase of the showing of this kind his friends made to the Fresident. 
I have no doubt, if it is decided that the excesses are undesirable, 
that he can work closer to the standard of 900 in making ingots, and 
would be perfectly willing to do so. If you will examine pages 8 and 
Ll of the pamphlet of the Froceedings of the Assay Commission of 1899, 
and compare the fineness of the assays of the FhiladeZohia work and 
that from this mint, you will see that we only exceed the standard 
of 900 once, while Fhiladelphia exceeds it in fourteen instances, I 
think you will. find that the fineness of the coin is hetter than the 
average of the ingots, because some copper is oxidized in the operae- 
tion of coining. 

As to the employment of Mr. Ellis here in the mint, I will en- 
deavor to make a place for him as weigher ($5.00 per diem.) if it will 
be of any gratification to you. I have no cause to dismiss any one 
to make a place for Mr. Hllis, but nis work would be of assistance 
during these busy times, The only emharrassment I can anticipate in 
making the appointment is the dismissal after the rush is over. Of 
course, he would expect to hold his position, and I would have to dis- 
charge one of the old hands. Still, as I feel that his employment 
here will give the RPureau greater confidence in the work of our Assay 
Department, I feel favorable to the proposition, notwithstanding the 
transaction will prohahly be distorted in the newspapers here as 
"another violation of Civil Servéce Regulations." It seems to be the 
policy of at least one of the City papers to so treat all removals 
and changes in the Mint Service. So if Mr. Ellis has not vet been 
assigned to another position, and is willing to accept the place 
named above, I will recommend Mr. Ellis to employ hin. 

This letter has reached a startling length. A®* it treats of 
matters in which I feel great interest I suppose I have heen somewhat 
prolix in my explanations. 

In conclusion I want to say that I appreciate the spirit and 
courtesy with which you have approached the discussions of the quest- 
ions involved, and I want to assure you that I desire to aid you in 
all possible ways to correct imperfections in the Mint Service and 
reach those conclusions redounding to tne credit of your administra- 
tion.

Invoices of cigars shipped from your district have 
uniformly been made in Spanish gold, as you are aware, and in 
accordance with the price lists of the various manufacturers. 
It has recently been decided by the Treasury Department 
(T.D. 25505) that the value of such currency is $ .965, and 


that the currency of the invoice shall be so reduced on liquida- 


tion of entries by Collectors of Customs. It has also been 

held by the Department that the Cuban peso, which, accord ng 

to Department's information, is a unit of account used at Havana 

and in its vicinity, is of the value of $.926, and is to be so 

regarded in reducing the currency of invoices on liquication. 
S@nce the decision referred to I am informed by a representa= 

tive of the Havana Tobacco Commny that while the invoices of 


said Company have heretofore been made out in "Spanish gold", that 


in 
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in point of fact the Cuban peso is the value which they “actually 
receive for every unit shown after a dollar mark on our invoices; 
this is the unit of value used in all our business transactions 
in Havana, our bank accounts being all carried on this basis." 


The contention on the part of the Company is that if the 


currency in which their invoices are made out is to be reduced 
at the rate of $ .965, a fictitious value will thereby be placed 
on their importations, a value beyond the foreign market price 
and greater than that actually paid for goods. 

I think it is not unlikely that the currency of the invoices 
may hereafter change, the shipper declaring values in Cuban 
pesos instead of "Spanish gold". Anticipating this and suggeste 
ing that you keep in mind that the prices quoted by the company 
in its published catalogues are "Spanish gold", I request that 


you will advise me at the time of legalization of invoices 
whether or not full market valws are deciared.

I have the honor to report that under date of August 
23rd, I received a communication from the Appraiser at the Port 
of New York relating to the rates established by the- Treasury 
Department for the conversion of pesos of Spanish gold and Cuban 
pesos into American dollars in the liquidation of entries by 
Collectors of Customs. ! 

In view of paragraph 132 of the Regulations, I do not 


reply direct to Mr. Whitehead, but beg that he may be informed, 


through the Treasury Department, that in the opinion of this 


offic’ within a short time, every invoice certified to at this 
Consulate will be expressed in Cuban pesos instead of Spanish 
gold, in view of recent Treasury decision No. 25,505. 

However as the rates stated in the letter of Mr. Whitehead, 
a copy of which is herewith enclosed, namely $0.965 for the peso 
of Spanish gold, and $0.926 — the Cuban peso are not consistent 
with the fixed ratio of said two monies of account here, and as 
I have not as yet received a copy of the Treasury Decision in 


question, 
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question, I offer a brief explanation for the consideration of 
the Department. 

There is in reality no unit of money known here as a Cuban 
peso, but by a fiction or long established custom the peso of 
Spanish gold is accepted here as equivalent to $1.06 in the 
payment of obligations incurred in Spanish gold. This, I take 
it, is what is meant by the Cuban peso. The only gold coin 
current of the Spanish coinage is the centen, of 25 pesetas or 
five pesos, Spanish gold, supposed to be the exact equivalent 
of 25 francs in French gold. This coin, the centen, is reconed 
here and accepted in the settlement of all accounts as being 5.30 
pesos, Spanish gold. That is, a bill for 1,000 cigars at $53.00 
Spanish gold per thousand, would be discharged here hy the payment 
of ten centenes. 

From the foregoing statement the Department will readily 


perceive that the value of the peso of Spanish gold, as reconed 


in Spain, is to the value of the so-cxlled Cuban peso of Spanish 
gold as 5.50 is to 5.00 or as 106 is to 100. If, therefore, 
the Treasury estimates the value of the gold coin of Spain at 
$0.965 American money for one peso of Spanish fold the so-called 
"Cuban peso" should he of the value of $0.910 in American money, 
instead of $0.926, as stated in the Appraiser's letter. 
The rate given by the Treasury Department, $0.965, American 
money for one peso, Spanish gold, makes the coin which is called 


the centen worth $4.825 in American money. But this same coin

its loss could go no further than him. I, myself, cannot see 
much of a point in this, but the attorney seems to think it is 
avery strong one, and he is regarded as an excellent lawyer. 
Of course, facts of law are not always clear to to laymen, and

shall forthwith report to the Director of the Mint the names of 
all personw appointed hy him, the duties to be performed, the 
rate of compensation, the appropriation from which compensation 
is to be made, and the grounds of the appointment: that if the 
Director of the Mint shall disapprove the same, the appointment 
shall be vacated." 

The appointment of Cole by the superintendent and his des- 
ignation as cashier in the mint did not make him an officer of 
the United States, under the provisions of the Constitution. He 
is therefore not one of the persons under whose control or in

OPINION ON DEMURRER TO THE COMPLAINT. 


THE COURT (Orally): This is an action on the part of the 
United Biedbas We recover the sum of 20,000 upon a bond executed 
by the C aehahadetenestet Ee Cole with the Fidelity and Deposit Company 
of Mary land as surety. The bond is in the wpeariastc $20,000, and 
the conavexers are as follows: 


"That whereas, the said William K. Cole hath, pursuant to 
Lee been appointed cashier in the mint of the United States at

"Now, Therefore, if the said William K, Cole has faithfully 
and diligently performed, executed, and discharged, and shall

The plaintiff alleges in the complaint that the defendant 
Cole did not perform all his duties as cashier in the mint ace 
cording to law and the regulations of the Treasury Department, in 
this, that he failed to account and pay over the sum of thirty 
thousand dollars that was entrusted to him as cashier of the 


mint, and that by reason of that default the United States is 


entitled to recover $20,000, the penal sum of the bond. 

To this complaint a demurrer has been interposed, upon the 
ground that the complaint does ash state facts sufficient to cone 
stitute a cause of action, and is uncertain in not specifying 
wherein the defendant Cole has failed to comply with any law of 
the United States or Re, ulations of the Treasury Department, so 
as to make the defendants liable on the bond in suit. This de- 
murrer is directed to the allegations of the complaint and the 
provisions of the statutes of the United States upon this sube 
lect. 

The Revised Statutes of the United States provide that the 
officers of the Mint "shall be a Superintendent, am assayer, a 
melter and refiner, and a coiner". It will be cbserved that a 
cashier of the mint is not mentioned. Section 3506 provides that 
"the superintendent of each mint shall receive and safely keep, 
until legally withdrawn, all moneys orbullion which shall be for 
the use or expenses of the mint. He shall receive all bullion 


brought to the mint for assay or coinage; Shall be the keeper

The contention on the part o: the defendants is that as the 


cashier of the mint is nowhere declared to be an orti cer, and 
he is not charged by the statute with the custody or the safe 
keeping of the money, a recovery cannot be had upon this come 
plaint and upon this bond. But an examination of Section 3501 
shows that a bond may be required under the statute from an ase 


sistant or clerk in the mint. Tht section provides:

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"The superintendent, the assayer, the melter and refiner, 
and the coiner of each mint, before entering upon the execution 
of their respective offices, shall become bound to the United 
States, with one or more sureties, approved by the Secretary of 
the Treasury, in the sum of not less than ten normore than fifty 
thousand dollars, with condition for the faithful and diligent 
performance of the duties of his office. Similar bonds may be 
required of each of the assistants and clerks in such sums as 


the superintendent shall determine, with the approbation of the 


Director of the Mint; but the same shall not be construed to 
relieve the superintendent or other officers from liability to 
the United States for liability to the United States for acts, 
omissions, or negligence of their subordinates or employes; and 
the Secretary of the Treasury may, at his discretion, increase 
the honds of the superintendents." 

It is clear that under that section a bond could be required 
of any assistant or clerk in the mint; that it might be regtired 


by the United States or by the Suverintendent of the mint, the 
superintendent prescribing the amount. This bond may be assumed 
to have been required of the defendant Cole under that provision 
of the statute. The objection that is made to this assumption 
is, that the action is to recover upon the bond as an official 
hond, whereas, under the statute, the cashier is not made an of- 
ficial or the custodian of any funds of the. mint, and that there- 
fore a recovery cannot be had upon the pond. 

As I read this section of the Revised Statutes, I under- 
stand the law to be this: That the four principal officers of 


chet Mint ,--thet is to say, the superintendent, the assayer, the 
e . > 


melter and refiner, and tie coiner, are required to give bonds 
under the statute for the faithful and diligent performance of 
the duties of their respective offices. These bonds necessarily 
include the safe keeping,and custody of the funds of the mint, 
and these officers are primarily responsible for all the bullion 
and coin that may come into their cpossission as such officers 


of the mint. Put the statute goes further, and provides that the 


assistants and clerks may also be required to give bonds for the 
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faithful performance of the duties of tneir respective positions, 
and that this requirement does not absolve the other principal 
officers from their responsibilities. That is to @ay, the super- 
intendent may require bonds from any or all of the assistants or 
clerks employed in tne mint, and these bonds will be security 


for the performance of the duties of their respective positions, 


If they should be entrusted with coin or bullion, they will be 


responsible upon their bonds for the custody and safe keeping of 


such coin or bullion. The superintendent may entrust to any one 


clerk one duty, and to another clerk another duty, giving to one 
clerk the custody of coin and to another the custody of bullion, 
and may require of each a bond as security for the safety of such 
coin or bullion, or a bond may be required from an assistant or 
clerk for the faithful performance of any other duty, and a fail- 
ure on the part of any such assistant or clerk to perform the 
duty entrusted to him will furnish a sufficient ground for a proe 
ceeding on his bond to indemify his Superior officer or tne 
United States for any loss that may be sustained by reason of 
such failure of duty. 

In this case the defendant Cole, who is described here as 
the cashier in the mint, appears to have been required to give 


a bond for tne faithful performance of his duties, and he did gy 


give a bond under that statute. The condition of the bond was 


tnat he should perform, execute, and discharge all the duties of 
his position according to the laws of the United States and the 
regulatioss of the Treasury Department made in conformity there- 
witn, and in case he failed to per orm such duties according to 
law and the regulations, he and his surety would be liable for 
any act, omission, or negligence that might result therefrom, 

I think, therefore, that that bond is good under the statute 
and tnat a recovery may be had on it, if the defendant Cole has 
failed to perform any duty entrusted to him ané a loss has been 
caused thereby; that notwithstanding the General provisions ree 


lating to the primary responsibilities of the Superintendent

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ror which a legal bond might have been required. Manifestly, 
the superintendent cannot be considered as holding in his per- 
sonal custody all of the coin or bullion of the mint; and the 


same may be said of the assayer, and the melter and refiner, and 


the coiner. The law therefore very properly provides for bonds 


from these subordinates, and I am of the opinion that a recovery 
can be had on the bond here in suit and upon the facts stated in 
this comlaint. 


The suit decided yesterday was axvainst Cole personally. 


There was a demurrer interposed to that complaint. The comalint 
charged an official responsibility on the part of cole in des-= 
cribing him as an officer of the mint, but the court held that 
the allegation that he was an officer of the mint might be deemed 
as surplusave, and that i might be considered that he was charged 
witha personal responsibility. The demurrer was overruled, and 
an answer was filed, wherein the defendant alleged that he was 
not only not officially resonsible, but that he was not person- 
ally responsible, for the reason tht the money was placed in the 
custody of the superintendent, the chief clerk, and himself, and 
that the chief clerk, while acting as superintendent, took the 
money 
The suit in tnat case was originally based upon tne theory 

that it was an official custody that Cole had of the money, and 
that under that official responsibility he was an insurer of the 
safety of the money. The answer to that contention was, that he 
was not an official custodian, and he was not an insurer, because 
at most it was only a personal responsibility that had been im- 
posed upon him, and that 2 personal responsibility had not been 
incurred; that there had been no personal default, because the 
personal default had been on the part of another person who had 
been entrusted with tne money; that is to say, there were three 
persons, the superintendent, tne chief clerk, and the defendant 
himself, who had tne keys to the vault where the money was de- 
posited. That was a personal responsibility imposed upon ‘thim- 


self and the chief clerk, and an official as well as a persoanl 


- "5 & 
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responsibility imposed upon the Superintendent, 

The superintendent had personally entrusted the custody and 
safe keeping of this money to these two persons under his eme 
ployment, as assistants or clerks. The answer to the complaint 
in that case was, that there was no personal responsibility upon 
the part of Cole, because it was alleged that Dimmick, the chief 
clerk and acting Superintendent, took the money. In the opinion 


of the court the facts alleged would be a defense to the action 
against Cole alone, and the devwrrer to the answer was over- 


ruled. In the present case that defense is not available to the 
defendants i. a demrrer to the complaint. 

Treating as surplusage tne allegations of the complaint and 
the recitals in the bond tnat the defendant Cole was an officer 
of the mint, as may be done, a liability is charged in the come- 
plaint against the defendant Cole upon the conditions of the 
bond, and a recovery may be had on the obligations therein pro- 


vided, 
It may be that the defendants in this case will set up in 


their answer the same defense that was set up in the other case, 
and allege facts tending to show that there was no responsibil- 
ity of any character on the part of Cole under this statute or 
upon the bond. I do not now say what will be the effect of such 
a defense in thiscase. That will be determined hereafter, when 
it is mde. Fut for the presant it is sufficient to say that 
this complaint is good, and states a cause of action without 


uncertainity or ambiguity. The demurrer is therefore, overruled, 


with thirty days to answer.

My Dear Mr, Freston: 

A day or so before I left on my vacation I 
received a letter from you as Acting Director of the Mint, ask- 
ing for the proportion of charges where two cents was imposed 
for toughening deposits. I did not have time hefore my depart- 
ure to reply to the letter, and as I intended to be back within 
ten days I calculated that I would then give you the information 
desired, but I met with an accident which put me out of come 
mission for a couple of weeks longer, and I only returned home 
two or three days ago, which will explain tne unusual delay in 
making reply to your enquiries. 

Upon dnvestigation I found that since the order to impose 
toughening charges only on fine gold, that it was seldom a 
charge of over half a cent was made upon a deposit, and this 
charge was. fixed by no rule other than guess work. Since you 
called my attention to this subject. by your letter, I have given 
orders for the Superintendent of the Deposit Melting Room to 


make a report to the Assayer whenever there was a deposit which 


required toughening, such report to give the time required, the 
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quantity and character of the chemicals employed, and I have 
instructed the Assayer to compute upon this report the cost to 
the Government of the toughening operations by allowing $1.00 


per sour for labor, 25 ¢ per hour for fuel, 15 é for each cruci- 


ble, and the cost of the chemicrls used. It takes ahout two 


hours to toughen a deposit of say 200 ounces. This would make 
a charge of $2.00 for labor, 50 ¢ for fuel, 15 ¢ for the cruci- 
ble and $1.00 for the chemicals, fallowing from 15 to 20 ounces 
of crossive sublimate or sal ammoniac and hone ash, Jat a cost of 
$1.00 for 18 ounces, making a total charge of $3.65 The Assayer 
was instructed that upon ascertaining this cost he was to make 
the charge to he imposed sufficient to cover th@y cost, which, 
Par ovuea 
in this instance ,would be two cents » Now, we might have a de- 
posit of the same character of twice the size, say 400 ounces, 
and the cost for lahor, fuel and crucible would not he increased 
materially, and the amount of chemicals used would not be over 
fifty percent greater, so you can see the rate per ounce would 
be reduced, therefore it is the size of the deposit that will 
principally govern the rate per ounce. The detail of treatment. 
in the tougnening process is about the same. Of course, a more 
rebellious deposit requires a greater amount of chemicals and 
labor in working out the hase metal. 

You ask,further ,what the loss is. Of course, there is no 
loss to the Government in the toughening process. The loss falls 
upon the depositor. We first weigh the deposit upon its receipt, 
it is then melted and cast into a bar, and the bar then goes to 


the assay department, and if upon sampling for assay the har

proves to he brittle, then it is sent tack to be doughened, and 
the loss in this toughening process is in addition to the loss 
caused by melting, neither one of which falls upon the govern- 
ment. 

I enclose herewith a statement taken from the receiving 
clerk's hooks, showing the bars toughened during the past year. 
This statement shows the eelieiit herore melting, the weight after 


melting and the loss in toughening. The loss in meiting is not
